Schools may lose some students

With state per-pupil funding on 
the line, Romulus Community 
Schools officials believe the stu¬ 
dent head count will be somewhat 
less that it was in September 
Superintendent of Schools Carl 
Weiss said the increase of 38 stu¬ 
dents recorded on the first official 
count day two months ago has 
dropped slightly. However, he said 
he is still happy with the district 
performance on the enrollment 
front, especially considering the 
number of families moving out of 
the state because of job losses and

The Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s Office has approved war¬ 
rant requests submitted by the 
Romulus Police Department for 
two men accused or robbing an 
elderly Canadian woman. 

Detective Dewayne DeCaires 
said two Westland men, each 37- 
years-old, will be charged with 
one count of larceny, a 10-year- 
felony, one count of larceny from 
a building, a four-year felony and 
breaking and entering without 
intent, a misdemeanor for their 
role in stealing about $20,000 


competition from other school dis¬ 
tricts. 

“We did well considering what 
we’re facing,” he said. “Right now, 
I’m still .very, very pleased with 
where we are.” 

In September, the schools 
revealed enrollment increases, 
which resulted in a net gain of 
about $277,000 in state funding. 

That amount - which will 
slightly decrease when an official 
count is filed with the state later 
this week - will be a great help for 
a district that is undergoing fiscal 
challenges. 

“This puts us in a good situa¬ 
tion for our budget - had we lost 50

“The victim in this case lives 
in Canada, and she doesn’t have 
enough money to back over here 
for trial,” he added. “I’m proba¬ 
bly going to have to cross the bor-

An environmental study is 
nearly complete at the Vining 
Road site where Romulus offi¬ 
cials hope a casino will stand. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said The 
Bureau of Indian Affairs subcon¬ 
tracted the inspection to make 
sure environmental due diligence 
is performed before ground is 
broken for the structure, and that 
this is one of the final steps before 
construction can begia 

“We’ve been informed that the 
environmental study will be com¬ 
plete within the next few weeks - 
by the end of the year, for sure,” 
Lambert said. 

“They should be able to break 
ground by the spring,” he said. 
“It’s a $1 million a day business, 
and they’re going to want to move 
very quickly.” 

There will be temporary facili¬ 
ty like there was in Detroit - the 
building the tribe constructs will 
be a permanent casino, Lambert 
said. 

Romulus and the Hannahville 
Indian Tribe of Petoskey signed 
an agreement that cleared the 
way for the tribe to build a casino 
on Interstate 94 and Vining Road 
near Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport 

A 200-room hotel with restau¬ 
rants and stores will also be built 
as part of the deal. 

The tribe is waiting for con¬ 
gressional approvals before build¬ 
ing can start 

The casino could bring in an 
estimated $6 to $10 million dollars 
into the city, and about 1,200 jobs. 
Indian casinos don’t pay tradition¬ 
al propeily taxes on land - but the 
agreement works out to the bene¬ 
fit of the city because those taxes 
would add up to about $200,000 
per year, according to city assess¬ 
ments. 

Even before operations begin, 
the casino will create a jobs 
bonanza for struggling building 
contractors coping with an overall 
lull in the construction industry. 

‘There’s going to be work for a 
lot of contractors in the building 
trades, electrical contractors, and 
others,” Lambert said. “It’s going 
to play out the same way Ford 
Field and Comerica Park did - 
there will be a bid procedure in 
place.”

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School officials respond to reistricting concerns 


Proposed Redistricting Changes for 2006-07*

Proposed changes to the 
boundaries of Tyler and 
Edgemont elementary schools 
are causing concern among par¬ 
ents, particularly those who live 
in Canton Township. 

Some are worried that the Van 
Buren Public School District is 
giving preferential treatment to 
schools of choice students rather 
than the ones that live within the 
district Officials said that is not 
the case. 

“We would not do that,” said 
Paul Henning, spokesperson for 
the district. “Some people feel 
the school of choice students are 
pushing students out of Tyler, but 
that’s not a fact The reason we’re 
doing this is the disparity in the 
elementary and middle schools 
and overpopulation.” 

“I know people think we can 
solve our problems by limiting 
schools of choice, but year after 
year it seems like we don’t have 
great enough numbers there,” 
said Martha Toth, a member of 
the Van Buren Public Schools 
Board of Education. “That’s 
something we’re looking into.” 

The proposed changes for 
Edgemont include transferring 
the students that live on the 1-94 
Service Drive to the north shore 
of Belleville Lake and across to 
the north side of the Belleville 
bridge to Rawsonville 
Elementary. Quirk Road, Juniper 
Road, Meadows Court, Meadows 


Lane, Meadows Circle and Lake 
Villa Drive wilLremain in the 
Edgemont boundaries. 

All students that who between 
Belleville Road and Morton 
Taylor on the east and west, and 
Yost and Ecorse roads on the 
north and south will be moved 
from Haggerty Elementary school 
to Edgemont 

Tyler is unique among the ele¬ 
mentary schools within the dis¬ 
tinct because it houses the Gifted 
and Talented program. There are 
currently 186 students in the pro¬ 
gram who come from other 
schools and, while there are only 
346 students residing within the 
boundaries of Tyler, the total stu¬ 
dent count rises to 532 when the 
program students are added, offi¬ 
cials said. 

As part of the proposed plan 
for the 2007-2008 school year, the 
redistricting would not only alle¬ 
viate the crowded conditions that 
exist in some of the schools and 
equalize attendance, but also 
allow more efficient bus routing 
with decreased time spent on 
busses for the students. 

“We realize the emotional 
nature and the difficulty of mov¬ 
ing from one school to another so 
we are offering attendance 
waivers,” said Henning. “We’re 
trying to be very up front and 
have all the information out there 
because we know the emotional 
situation.” 

Tyler Principal Margaret 
Voight said she understands how 
parents feel because she too went 


through a similar situation with 
her own children. However, it’s 
not a matter of one school being 
better than the other, she said. 

“I truly know how the parents 
feel, but I don’t have a good solu¬ 
tion for them. I do know the 
school district will work with 
them because it is an adjust¬ 
ment,” she said. 

She also sees the school is 
overcrowded and its effects, 
Voight said. 

“We’ve had to put the music 
program on the stage and make 
larger class sizes, too, so over¬ 
crowding is an issue,” she said. 
“The more crowded the class¬ 
rooms are the more disciplinary 
problems you could run into 
because of space concerns. Now, 
the students can get out and go 
outside for recess, but when the 
weather changes and they’re 
indoors, it will be interesting to 
see how it goes them” 

Karen Mida, principal at 
Edgemont Elementary, said she’s 
excited about the change. 

“We’re not losing the numbers 
in students, but there will be a 
shift of students,” she said. “I 
know some parents are not 
happy, but they need to express 
that to the school board and the 
superintendent. Things are not 
set in stone, yet” 

Parents were also concerned 
with the standards and acade¬ 
mics of Rawsonville Elementary. 
Many felt they weren’t high 
enough there and that students 
wouldn’t be challenged. Henning 
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said there’s obviously a misun¬ 
derstanding because the school 
received a grade A’ and ‘B’ the 
last two years on their Michigan 
School Report Card through No 
Child Left Behind. 

Toth said she suspect’s the 
boundary plans for the schools 
will be adapted according to feed¬ 
back. 

“There’s an overwhelming 
desire to balance the elemen- 
taries and do it in a way that 


sticks for a few years, but it’s hard 
to project,” she said. “We can plan 
for the future as much as what we 
see now with an eye for the 
future. This is the time we want to 
hear from people before we make 
a decisioa” 

The next town hall meeting 
will take place from 7-9 p.m. on 
Dec. 4 at Belleville High School. 
The topic will be the proposed 
changes for North and South 
middle schools.

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Police having trouble finding suspect’s true identify

When Romulus police officers go out to 
arrest someone, usually they don’t have to 
worry about identifying the suspect 

That was put to the test last week when 
police officers picked up an individual 
who, because of altered fingerprints and 
multiple drivers’ licenses, they were 
unable to identify. 

Detective Dwayne DeCaires is asking 
for help in finding the real identity of the 
suspect, who was arrested for narcotics 
possession, and refuses to give officers his 
name 

“He has two aliases in Michigan,” he 
said. “We’re asking the media to run his 
photo in the hopes someone out there will 
know who he is.” 

When the suspect was arrested, he had 


two driver’s licenses that were issued by 
the Secretary of State. Both had the sus¬ 
pect’s photo on them, but had different 
names. 

“He admitted to us that he used the 
identity of a buddy of his,” DeCaires said 
He also altered his fingerprints by using 
acid on his digits - which DeCaires has 
seen only a couple of times in his career 
‘The two times I’ve seen someone do 
this, they were wanted for murder and 
bank robbery,” he said. “When someone 
goes through this, you have to know that he 
is hiding something that is fairly big. It’s 
not the kind of thing people do when 
they’ve done something small.” 

The suspect initially tried to use the 
false identification cards to prove his iden¬ 
tity, but fingerprint records that could be 
used revealed the man could not possibly 
be who he claimed, said DeCaires. 


Not having his correct identity did not 
stop police from charging the suspect He 
is facing accusations of narcotics posses¬ 
sion, a 10-year felony, and there are pend¬ 
ing charges of identity theft for applying to 
secretary of state for a driver’s license 
using someone else’s name. 

He is being held in lieu of $100,000 
bond. 

The suspect is described as a Hispanic 
male with light skin who is about 6-feet, 1- 
inch tall and weighs 210 pounds. He 
speaks fluent Spanish. DeCaires said the 
investigation has revealed he may be from 
southwest Detroit, or could be sought by 
police in the same area 

Anyone who knows the true identity of 
the suspect is asked to contact DeCaires of 
the Romulus Police Detective Bureau at 
(734) 942-6880 All information will be kept 
anonymous.

The contract requires that the 
tribe advertise for the work to be 
done. 

That’s good news to a strug¬ 
gling construction industry, which 
has slowed in recent months, and 
a state that is still struggling with 7 
percent unemployment 

“We wrote it into the contract 
that local, unionized contractors 
will be hired to do the work,” 
Lambert said. “It should help peo¬ 
ple in this area get back to work” 
There are no figures detailing 
how much many jobs will be avail¬ 
able for local residents because 
it’s too soon in the process to know 


how many people are needed, 
Lambert said. 

“It’s just hard to tell right now, 
but it will be significant,” he said. 

The casino will be part of gam¬ 
ing area that will also include a 
harness racing track and possibly 
another casino if another tribe 
expresses interest in building one. 
Together, the gaming jobs are 
expected to equal 3,300 new jobs. 

The city also hopes the casinos 
will spur other development in 
the cily - though Detroit received 
relatively little offshoot develop¬ 
ment from the three casinos there. 

Michigan law allows a compa¬ 
ny to hold only three gaming 
licenses.

stantly strive to lure students. 
Romulus Community Schools 
introduced Schools of Choice - 
which allows students from out¬ 
side the district - to enroll in class¬ 
es at Wick and Halecreek elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

Schools of Choice resulted in 34 
new students in the district, many 
of whom already live in Romulus 
but attend Wood haven schools 


because of district boundaries. 

The schools gained about 35 
students from that program, and 
paid very little in terms of recruit¬ 
ment costs. 

“Many schools advertised 
extensively for students, spending 
thousands of dollars,” Weiss said. 
“Our research showed that those 
district who spent huge amounts 
of money did not see huge increas¬ 
es in enrollment, so I don’t think 
we’ll see an increase in our spend¬ 


ing for ads next year” 

District estimates indicate area 
schools spent about $150,000 in 
advertising.. Romulus Community 
Schools spent only $10,000, and 
relied on grass-roots methods like 
mailers to get the word out about 
the choice program. 

“Word of mouth was really the 
best way to do this,” he said. 

The September count showed 
that 4,341 students were enrolled 
in classes at the district

died when they discovered she 
had $20,000 in cash.” 

The men then allegedly took 
the money, spent some of it on 
personal items, and then went on 
a four-day fishing trip in the city 
of Ludington, which is located off 
the coast of Lake Michigan. 

On their way back to metro 
Detroit the men were stopped by 
Michigan State Police troopers 
for a minor traffic infraction Det 


Sgt Andrew Fias of the Michigan 
State Police Hart Post said the 
men were arrested once it was 
discovered they were wanted in 
Romulus. 

The men spent a few hours in 
the state police lock up in 
Detroit and were later released 
while Romulus Police pursued 
charges on the pair. Some of the 
woman’s possessions and about 
$13,000 of her money was found 
in the vehicle with the men, Fias 
said. 


The State Police, which exe¬ 
cuted a search warrant on the 
motel room. They did find evi¬ 
dence in the room that may lead 
the Mason County Prosecutor’s 
Office to additional charges 
against the men. 

DeCaires said the larceny has 
been traumatic for the woman, 
and that it’s easy to become a vic¬ 
tim when you’re traveling. 

‘Tve been in contact with her 
about every day since this hap¬ 
pened,” he said. 
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Voters sent clear message 

If the election last week showed anything, it was that the times are 
a changing 

A near record number of voters turned out to cast their ballots on 
issues both state-wide and local and what those voters said showed a 
change in philosophy throughout western Wayne County. 

Perhaps it was a backlash that filtered down from dissatisfaction 
with the Republican agenda on a federal level, but voters in the pri¬ 
marily Republican communities of western Wayne County tended to 
vote across party lines more than they have in the past They, in fact, 
did their part to wrest control of the state House horn the Republican 
Party and came closer to gaining control of the Senate. 

The best example of this was in the 21st House District, where a 
two-term incumbent Phil LaJoy faced off against a relative unknown 
in A1 Sinis. Out of all the Republicans seeking re-election this year, 
LaJoy had arguably the easiest row to hoe He’s done a solid job in his 
first two years and faced little negative campaigning. And, for that 
matter, Sinis never showed up for anything. He didn’t respond to 
inquiries about his positions, never attended any political forums. He 
could have filed for election and moved to Pluto for all we know. 

Yet he gathered 16,769 votes in the district, compared to 21,478 for 
LaJoy, according to the Secretary of State web site. That’s nearly 44 
percent 

Canton also yielded another surprise, when Democrat Kevin 
McNamara beat out former State Senator Loren Bennett in that com¬ 
munity on his way to an easy victory to the Wayne County Commissioa 

The times are changing, indeed. 

Republicans are now re-evaluating the way they campaigned this 
year in hopes of making gains during the next election cycle It will 
probably mean a shift in strategies—the emphasis on the August pri¬ 
mary, which may have done in Republican candidate Mark Abbo, is 
no longer a sure strategy. In fact, the Republican redistricting that 
combined the primarily Democratic City of Wayne to the heavily 
Republican communities of Plymouth, Northville and Canton, may 
have backfired—as far as the GOP is concerned. 

It will make for some interesting election seasons to come. 
Hopefully it will mean that candidates for office will have to work 
harder and focus on the issues, rather than the attack ads. 

Public deserved to know 
of potential park problem 

The issue with Central City Park in Westland is a troubling one on 
several levels. . 

Fbr those who don’t know, the park, which is behind Westland City 
Hall, was closed recently amid concerns of high levels of lead in some 
locations, primarily along the western edge near the baseball fields. 

The site, owned by Wayne County and leased to the city through 
2008, is one of the most popular parks in the city and the location of 
the biggest community events. 

What’s troubling is not that the toxins were found there—it is an 
old dumping site and this would not be the first time that local offi¬ 
cials have to deal with a mess left behind by other agencies—but 
exactly how much Westland officials knew, and when, and what they 
steps they did or did not take at that time—and why. 

Testing has been going on since 1999, but that has taken place at 
many old dumping grounds during that time period, so the testing 
itself should not necessarily mean that Westland officials had knowl¬ 
edge of problems dating back that far. Indeed, members of the city 
council have said they were taken by surprise on the issue when it 
came to a head last week.

It’s strange how this series has evolved since I 
first thought of it and prepare now to bring it to a 
close.

The biggest one is that this ‘responsible driver fee’ 
charged by the State of Michigan has to go. This is 
unfairly punitive It’s hard to believe that, in a sys¬ 
tem that widely acknowledges that most people 
who are cited have made a onetime mistake, there 
is stiff a stipulation to punish someone for that mis¬ 
take for two years. This is not just for drunken dri¬ 
ving offenses, either. It’s a blatant money grab, a 


state fundraiser. Someone may 
try to make the argument that 
these funds go to good use, but 
ril believe in Bigfoot before I believe that 

The other is that this is a widespread problem 
and the only cure—if there truly is one—is educa¬ 
tion. 

I’ve had a lot of people ask me why I decided to 
write about it and that’s the biggest reasoa I real¬ 
ized I made a mistake In the end, it doesn’t matter 
what rationalization I used to explain it away: it 
comes down to that I made a mistake and I wanted 
to try to make something positive out of it by giving 
other people something to think about before they 
went on to make them own mistakes. 

You don’t have to mess up to be puffed over for 
drunken driving. Maybe you have headlight out 
Maybe someone else runs a light and rams into you. 
Maybe it’s a snowy day and you spin a little out of 
control. What matters is that as soon as a police 
officer smells anything on you, they’ve got yoa 
And, once they have you, it doesn’t matter how 
you feel. What matters is what the little 
Breathalyzer says. If you, say, blow above a .10, and

Charter defeat was wise choice 


Driving past the packed polls last Tuesday, it 
was easy to tell that either the charter commission 
or the organized opposition group would be big 
winners in Inkster 

As it turned out, in a more than 2-1 vote, the 
commission lost, and lost huge. 

I can honestly say I had no premonition as to 
how this matter would come out until the returns 
came in; but I do have to say, I think the matter 
came out as it should. 

Approving this charter would have spelled dis¬ 
aster for the city by setting up what amounts to co¬ 
mayor and manager system. And the voters saw 
through this. 

Proponents of the charter say they lost because 
of misinformation, because of confusion, because 
people are inherently uncomfortable with 
change, and because of opposition that had self- 
serving interests at heart But here’s what I think: 
the charter failed because voters knew the deck 
was stacked early on in favor of ousting the city 
manager in favor of the mayor. 

Even though the commission ultimately decid¬ 
ed to keep the manager, they gave increased 
power to the mayor - veto and voting rights, main¬ 
ly. The charter also required the manager to con¬ 
fer with the mayor on key personnel decisions. It 



basically stripped the manager 
of a good chunk of her authori¬ 
ty - which makes life difficult if 
the two disagree on something. 

Voters were also aware that - immediately 
after they voted to open the charter in 2003 - 
Mayor Hilliard Hampton involved himself in the 
process by inviting a Wayne State University 
scholar to talk up the process of a strong mayor 
Hampton was also given carte blanche to speak 
to the commission whenever he wanted by the 
commission chairman, Dr Terrel LeCesne, who 
early on this process would cut people off who 
wanted to speak about the perils of a strong 
mayor. 

After awhile, the commission meetings resem¬ 
bled a PR event more than the deliberate, 
thoughtful process voters expected when they 
agreed to open the document 

Yes, we know charter revision is not an unusual 
activity for municipalities to undertake. But 
Inkster officials have a way of using a revision for 
political means. They did it in 2003 and in 1980. 

It doesn’t exactly inspire confidence when a 
commissioner stands at the podium during a pub-

School administrators 
support new legislation 

To the editor: 

Proposal 5—rejected by 62 
percent of Michigan voters— 
should serve as a wake-up call 
for all of us in education. Clearly, 
we cannot make the case for 
increased educational invest¬ 
ments without tackling the rising 
cost of school employee health 
benefits. 

Help is already on the way. 
Senate Bills 895-898, currently 
before the Michigan Legislature, 
will introduce meaningful com¬ 
petition and allow schools to 
more easily form self-insured 
pools. 

The AFT-Michigan teachers 
union estimates these bills will 
save Michigan schools $573 mil¬ 
lion in just three years. That’s 
$573 million more to hire new 
teachers, reduce class sizes, 
improve technology, and buy 
more textbooks. 

This common-sense legisla¬ 
tion could save Michigan’s pub¬ 
lic schools up to 17 percent on 
health care costs — because 
where competition exists, 
prices decline. 

No one wants to see teachers 


lose benefits. After all, high 
quality teachers are the key to 
our students’ futures. But teach¬ 
ers’ benefits won’t mean much if 
schools can’t afford to hire 
them. Moreover, research has 
shown that the market can pro¬ 
vide similar benefits at a lower 
cost 

Just as Michigan’s auto 
industry is facing up to econom¬ 
ic realities, the entire education 
community must roll up their 
sleeves and refuse to allow 
classroom dollars to be diverted 
to high-cost benefits when less 
expensive, but high quality, 
insurance alternatives are 
available.

then claim you feel fine, the offi¬ 
cer who will ultimately arrest you 
will look at you skeptically. The 
judge will frown at you when you 
say you didn’t feel hindered by 
alcohol when you got into your 
car to drive home. There’s no 
way around it, once a certain 
series of events gets into motion 

The bottom line is even if 
you’re ‘fortunate’ and you don’t 
cause any accidents or get your¬ 
self or someone hurt on the way 
home, you will still face hard¬ 
ships. At a minimum, you’ll have 
to pay about $1,100 within 90 
days, even if you decide not to 
hire a lawyer. The state will ask 
for $500 for the next two years 
when you try to renew your 
license, but you already know 
how I feel about that 

In my case, well, that alone 
put me to the brink. I drive a 
Ford Focus wagon. I live in a 
1,000 square foot house in Wayne. 
I go out once in a while. In short. 
I’m not exactly living large. But 
I’m a family guy, living essentially 
paycheck to paycheck. I couldn’t 
come up with that kind of money 
on my own. 

Then there’s the disruption to 
your life: a restricted license. 


meaning you can’t legally go out 
and pick up a pizza. You can 
drive to work and you can drive 
home. There’s the time commit¬ 
ment: 40 hours of community ser¬ 
vice—in addition to the weekly 
classes and alcohol anonymous 
sessions. 

The best way to get someone’s 
attention, my class leader said, 
was to take their time and their 
money. This does that, all right 

He said something else, too. 

“Take a look to your left and 
your right” he said, pushing his 
glasses up on his nose He sighed 
heavily. 

“The person sitting on your 
left and your right will be here 
again. Two out of every three 
people charged with drunk dri¬ 
ving will be repeat offenders.” 

We’ve all been in this spot 
before, waking up with a splitting 
head, a queasy stomach, and 
promising ourselves some life- 


altering change just to make it 
through the day. 

I’m sure everyone in that class 
had the same thought It’s proba¬ 
bly pretty common for people to 
say one thing and then do anoth¬ 
er, for them to say they’ll never 
have another drink and get 
behind the wheel, they’ll never 
make the mistake again. Some 
make the mistake again, anyway. 

Not me, though. That’s the 
most important thing Fve learned 
from this. I’ll think of my wife, 
Lisa, wondering where I am or if 
she’s going to get another call in 
the middle of the night I’ll think 
of my son, Henry, wondering 
aloud why I can never buy him 
anything or—worse—continually 
asking why God had to take his 
dad away. 

Think about things like that 
before you decide to trust your 
altered perceptions. The rest 
should be easy.

It’s likely, however, that Mayor Sandra Cicirelli 
knew about the issue earlier this year If that’s the 
case, we think she should have acted earlier to 
respond to the issue It might have meant moving 
things around for some of the community events 
and getting more details and acting on the known 
trouble areas, but the result would have been more 
positive than trying to do spin control after the fact 
There’s a lot of weight in the simple phrase: this is 


only for precautionary measures, we want to make 
certain of the safety of all of our residents. She has 
the leadership skills to make that judgment calL 

There’s little that can be done about that now. 
What matters now is what is to be done with the 
site, and how clean up should be completed—if it is 
determined that it is necessary. 

For that, we suggest the sim¬ 
ple solution that should have 
taken place all along: work with 
the county, make sure that the 
city does not have to pay for it, 
and keep the residents informed 
at every step.

lie meeting to say the new charter will 
bring broad improvements to the Inkster 
Police and Fire Pension board (in reality, 
only the employees in three positions 
would have improvements - the 60 exist¬ 
ing pensioners would get nothing), and 
the attorney the board hired to handle it’s 
affairs got up afterward and said that 
statement was misleading. 

There’s going to be talk of amending 


the charter by a majority vote of the coun¬ 
cil to enact some of the changes proposed 
in the charter If that happens, it will be a 
slap in the face to voters, who will 
remember it when the mayor and council 
come up for election next year 

Commissioners and the mayor said 
the 40-year-old charter hindered the abil¬ 
ity to govern. However, there is new 
development, there’s going to be a new 
city hall, and the city has managed to bal¬ 
ance the books in a difficult statewide fis¬ 
cal environment, proving once and for all 
that the charter is not as prohibitive as it 
was made out to be.

Bland film is not what audiences expected 


In the world presented in Stranger than Fiction, any¬ 
thing can happea 

As the line between truth and fiction is blurred, how¬ 
ever, the outcome might prove surprising. 

The film, rated PG-13, follows the life of Harold Crick 
(Will Fterrell), an IRS auditor who takes being a creature 
of routine to a whole new level. Day after day, he does the 
exact same thing in exactly the same way. Then, he hears 
a voice It isn’t the voice of God telling him what to do in 
Joan of Arc-style. It also isn’t, he feels, an imaginary voice 
that should tell him that he needs prescription medica¬ 
tion. Instead, the voice simply narrates the mundane 
activities that constitute his life—catching a bus, brush¬ 
ing his teeth, doing some filing That is, until the voice 
mentions that Crick was unaware of his imminent death. 

Across town, prominent writer Kay Eiffel (Emma 
Thompson) battles a case of writer’s block that has 
pestered her for nearly a decade. Despite her best 
efforts, she just can’t seem to figure out a good way to kill 
off her main character—an IRS auditor named Harold 
Crick 

With the aid of a college literature professor (Dustin 
Hoffman) with a unique outlook on life, Crick needs to 



find some way to get the voice out of his ears and keep 
the words of the omniscient voice from coming true. Ibss 
in a pretty—if angry—anarchist (Maggie Gyllenhaal) and 
his life is just starting to get interesting But what can you 
do when a force outside of you unknowingly controls 


your destiny? 

Although the film has a relatively new premise, it still 
manages to feel predictable. While watching it, memories 
of The Truman Show, which starred Jim Carrey as the 
unwitting star of his own reality show, came to mind. 
Even though it may be a fairly new idea, it’s not as much 
fun when you can see things coming from a mile away 

Ferrell is great; it seems like a good role for the 
Saturday Night Live alum. It’s a slightly different direc¬ 
tion for him, but it works. Thompson is always good, 
although this time out left her a little over the top. 

Although the movie is reasonably good, the funniest 
scenes are, without fail, the ones shown in the previews. 
Do not, I repeat, do not spend $8 on the movie to see a 
typical Will Ferrell oddball comedy. You won’t get it 
Aside from those few scenes in the previews, the film is 
as much a drama as a comedy and Ferrell fans might not 
appreciate the change. Two walked out during the show I 
attended while another guy snored through the second 
half of the 3 p.m. show. 

In the end, it’s a vanilla yogurt kind of film. It’s not bad. 
Some people will love it It will get the job done, but it is 
surprisingly bland.

Devin Searcy is known for 
making bold moves on the court, 
but he recently made one off the 
hardwood. 

The University of Michigan, 
Connecticut, Florida State and 
Xavier—the list goes on and on as 
far as potential suitors for the 6- 
foot-9, 200-pound Romulus senior 
basketball player. 

Last Wednesday, Searcy signed 
his national letter of intent to play 
ball at the University of Dayton in 
Ohio.

“He has improved a lot even 
from last year,” said Romulus 
Coach Nate Oats.

Veterans recall years of 
service at city luncheon

Some are good and some are difficult, 
but all the memories of serving their coun¬ 
try brought many veterans together at the 
September Days Senior Center 

For 78-year-old Don Bosman, who was 
in both the U.S. Navy and Army, it was a 
good experience, he said. 

“I saw many countries I never would 
have seen otherwise,” said Bosman, a Van 
Buren Township resident 

As a radio operator in the task force, 
prior to that a pilot he spent three and a 
half years in the navy before he moved on 
to the army and was then recalled to the 
seas. 

“One memory that really sticks out is 
going through one of the greatest typhoons 
of the Pacific,” Bosman said. “The military 
was all good memories, though.” 

Ypsilanti resident Evelyn Johnson said 
she really enjoyed her service and train¬ 
ing in the U.S. Air Force. She was a med¬ 


ical technician in the 41st squadron from 
1951-1954 during the Korean War. 

“Being away from home was the most 
difficult, but I can still remember my first 
‘hop.’ I was young so I could do those 
things then,” said 74-year-old Johnson. “As 
a woman in the military, it gave me a chal¬ 
lenge, but I liked that I had never been 
away from home for a long time and this 
gave me that to enjoy.” 

Her training was just like the men’s, she 
said—tough—but also something she 
liked. 

“I’m glad for that I didn’t look at it as a 
hardship,” said Johnson. 

Johnson was honorably discharged and 
used her GI bill to go to Cleary College. 

Harry Vaughn, 83, brought his military 
medals to share during the luncheon. 

“I got a good conduct medal, battle stars 
and victory medals all from World War II,” 
he said, “but there were no fun days.” 

Vaughn, a combat engineer and demoli¬ 
tion expert from 1943-1945, said he recalls 
bloodshed, bombings, sleeping in his truck

and the nibble of the city he was stationed 
in from the moment he landed there. 

“You could drive around the road and 
see it all. There was no resistance there,” 
he said. “It was either give up or die in 
those battles.” 

Vaughn had a close encounter with a 
bombing but was lucky enough to never 
get hit, he said. His wife Mildred is grate¬ 
ful. 

“When he was gone, I thought about 


him a lot, I prayed for him a lot, but I was¬ 
n’t too worried. I had to lead my own life,” 
she said.

“We like it and I’m thankful we can pro¬ 
vide this place for all of them to come and 
share their experiences,” said Sarah 
Scherdt senior coordinator at September 
Days.

Senior guards hope to lead Tigers to championship

The Inkster Vikings sailed into 
new territory last week by win¬ 
ning their first regional champi¬ 
onship. 

With that said, it’s everyone 
else that needs to discover some¬ 
thing: Inkster is the real deal. The 
mighty' Vikings dominated every 
aspect of Saturday’s game against 
Olivet as they earned a 31-6 victo¬ 
ry. 

In the contest the. the Vikings 
proved that they can do it all. If 
they’re not going through the air, 
they’re tearing up the turf In the 
last couple weeks. Inkster relied 
heavily on Aaron Shaver’s arm. 
This time the legs of seniors Tim 
Hogue and Anre’ Goree carried 
the team through the mud to the 
victory. 

The team, as a whole, record¬ 
ed 446 rushing yards. Hogue went 
out in the first quarter with a 
bruised shoulder but he already 
had accumulated 107 yards on 
five plays. The bulk of the load 
transferred to Goree, who fin¬ 
ished with 199 yards on 18 car¬ 
ries—three were to pay dirt. 
Shavers even traded in slinging 
lightning bolts for thundering 
runs, gaining 112 yards on nine 
carries and two scores. 

Goree got things rolling on the 
team’s first possession. He 
bounced to the outside and 
scored untouched from the 4-yard 
line. 

Olivet put together a 12-play 
drive that resulted in a 34-yard 
field goal by Zach Campbell with 
52 seconds left in the first quarter. 

The teams traded fumbles to 
start the second period of play. 


Inkster went 37 yards on nine 
plays, ending with a one-yard 
plunge by Goree to make it a 13-3 
game. Campbell answered with a 
24-yard field goal at the 3:47 
point 

Unfortunately for Olivet that 
would be all they could do. They 
had a chance on Inkster’s next 
possession when Devin Oberlin 
made an outstanding play and 
intercepted Shaver’s pass. The 
Viking defense shut the Eagles 
down. 

The interception was only 
Shaver’s fourth of the year out of 
136 attempts for more than 1.300 
yards. He only threw six passes 
for minimal yards against Olivet 
but he got it done on the ground, 
scoring twice. He scored on a 48- 
yard jaunt to close out the first 
half and on a one-yard scamper 
to the far comer of the end zone 
at 6:01 of the third, making it 25-6. 

Goree finished off the scoring 
with a seven-yard score. 

“I thought I was going to stay at 
wide receiver but coach told me 
to move to running back,” Goree 
said. “The line just blocked real 
good and they opened up the 
holes.” 

Depth was the key for Inkster, 
according to Coach Greg Carter. 

“We know in this game (foot¬ 
ball) that anything can happen 
and we have to be prepared,” he 
said. “We have a lot of good play¬ 
ers that work hard. We missed 
Tim (Hogue). We wished he could 
have played a little more but we 
knew Anre’ would do a good job.” 

Carter led on to believe that it 
wasn’t as easy of a win as the 
score might suggest 

“(Olivet) has an outstanding

Danica Holmes and Taylor 
Manley—Belleville’s own dynam¬ 
ic duo—are quickly, and not so 
much quietly anymore, becoming 
two of the most dominant players 
in high school basketball. 

They’re both seniors. They’re 
both 17. And they’re both guards. 

The similarities don’t end 
there. They may not use hi-tech 
gadgets that Gotham’s crime¬ 
fighting duo does but they both 
do possess powerful skills on the 
court that have, more than once, 
gotten Belleville out of a jam. 

They are both lightning quick. 
Both have the strength to heave 
triples from outside the arc and 
the finesse to work their way to 
the rim. They’re uncannily accu¬ 
rate; stealthy when it comes to 
pick-pocketing the ball; and have 
an endless supply of energy, last¬ 
ing entire games with little to no 
rest 

Manley-Holmes, Holmes- 
Manley has become synonymous 
with Belleville girls basketball 
during the last four years when 
the two made the varsity squad 
together as freshmen. Manley 
scores an average of about 22 
points per game and Holmes 
adds another 17-19 a contest In a 
recent contest against Romulus 
they both scored 25 in the win. 

Simply put they can do it all 
and do it all well. 

“They are probably the two 
best guards in the state,” said 
Belleville Coach Kevin Edwards. 
‘They’re both division-one quali¬ 
ty. It’s not too often you get one 
that is as good as one of them let 
alone two. And on top of it all 
they are both unselfish and are 
great individuals, too. 

“I think it really comes down 
to how they were brought up,” he 
added. “They are both humble 
and easy going and that comes 
from their parents; their upbring¬ 


ing.” 

Worlds apart 

Manley grew up a world away 
in Kentucky where she learned 
to play basketball at the age of 
five with her best friend, Cherrell 
Hausley, in a YMCA group. After 
that they started playing in little 
leagues together. Her family 
moved to Belleville when her 
father was transferred through 
work—just in time for her fresh¬ 
man year in high school. 

Basketball south of here was a 
lot different 

“We played a lot basketball in 
Kentucky but nothing like when I 
first came up here,” she said. 
‘The gym is opened all day, every 
day. It wasn’t like in Kentucky 
where I was. The coaching style 
is different, too. Up here they 
care what you do and where you 
go. In Kentucky it’s just a bunch 
of recruiting” 

She attended practice at 
Belleville High where she didn’t 
expect to make—let alone start— 
at such a high level. 

“It was a surprise,” she said. “I 
didn’t know what to expect when 
I moved up here. I went through 
a couple of drills and I remember 
going out on the track and meet¬ 
ing some of the girls—they were 
so big I really didn’t expect to be 
on varsity.” 

Although Manley misses 
Hausley a great deal she quickly 
bonded with the other Lady 
Tigers, including fellow fresh¬ 
man-starter Holmes. 

Holmes, a daughter of a pastor 
and a native of Ypsilanti, started 
playing ball at an early age, too. 
The self-proclaimed tomboy got 
on board at four years old under 
the guidance of older brothers 
Mario and Junior. FVom there it 
was the express lane to the varsi¬ 
ty level—an honor in her eyes. 

“It was good experience 
early,” she said. “I think that’s 
what has helped me out now as a 
senior. It was kind of hard the 


first two years—coach was on me 
a lot, and still is—about shooting 
and playing defense. All of that is 
better now and I’m thankful for 
it” 

It may seem like that there 
would be more squalor than scor¬ 
ing on the court, having two such 
high caliber players on the same 
floor at the same time. But that’s 
not how it is with Holmes and 
Manley. 

“Danica and I are friends on 
and off the court,” Manley said. 
“A lot of people might think that 
if I score a lot she would be dis¬ 
appointed or if she scores a lot I 
would feel the same way, but it’s 
not like that We back each other 
up.” 

Looking to the future 

Win or lose this year Manley 
and Holmes have to look beyond 
this season and into the future 
where they both want to play in 
the Women’s National Basketball 
Association (WNBA). 

However, they first have to 
take the next step. Unfortunately, 
that’s the disquieting thing about 
the Manley-Holmes situatioa As 
good as they both are, neither has 
received scholarship offers from 
a Division 1 university., .yet 

“It’s disappointing,” Manley 
said. “It’s getting late and I want 
to at least be talking to some 
schools. At AAUI had a small D-l 
schools interested—Chicago 
State University, North Carolina- 
Wilmington, Pennsylvania- 
Lafayette. I don’t know if it’s 
because their season is in (right 
now) or what” 

North Dakota, Sienna Heights 
and Central Michigan are a few 
of the smaller schools looking at 
Manley. Strangely enough, 
they’re the same schools looking 
at Holmes, too. It could be a pos¬ 
sibility the dynamic duo could 
remain intact at the next level as 
well.

It was a long time in the 
making but Belleville regained 
the Mega Red crown with a 61- 
55 home victory against Monroe 
on Thursday. 

The Lady Tigers, ranked No. 
5 in the state in Class A, won 
three straight titles from 1998- 
2000 and fell just short last year. 
The climb back to the top 
involved an 18-game win streak 
after they lost the season open¬ 
er to non-league foe Salem 
High School. Since then it’s 
been all Belleville as they beat 
rivals such as Inkster, Romulus 
and Monroe. 

On Thursday night—also 
Senior Night—the Lady Tigers, 
to no one’s real surprise, rallied 
behind the sharp shooting of 
senior guard Taylor Manley. 
She scored 32 points through¬ 
out the contest—16 of those 
came in the first half. She was 
alsol4 for 14 from the stripe. 

Before Monroe knew what 
had hit them, Belleville was up 
18-0. Monroe managed two bas¬ 
kets to avoid a first-quarter 


shutout Belleville extended the 
gap, taking a 31-14 lead at the 
half-time buzzer 

The tide changed in the sec¬ 
ond half when Monroe got its 
bearings. 

The Lady Trojans conjured 
up turnovers that equaled 
points. They narrowed the gap 
some in the third by outscoring 
the Tigers, 15-11. Cassidy Lay 
knocked down a triple to bring 
Monroe to within three, 58-55, 
with about 35 seconds left: in the 
fourth. Belleville stood strong 
and made free throws the rest 
of the way for the win. 

“The girls came out 
focused,” said Belleville Coach 
Kevin Edwards. “They made 
sure to finish off the Mega Red. 


We played good defense and 
pushed the ball. We came out 
on fire and everything was good 
from the start Taylor’s shot was 
going so she just kept shooting.” 

Courtney Holland finished 
the night with 12 points and 
nine rebounds for the Lady 
Tigers.

“Everything that we’re doing 
now will pay off in the end when 
we win states and the underdogs 
will be on top,” Holmes said.

Saline appeared to be just another rest 
stop on the road to the state championship 
berth for the Canton Chiefs. 

There was no stopping Canton’s offense— 
or defense—as they routed the Hornets in a 
56-36 shootout at the P-CEP corral on Friday 
night 

Saline committed three turnovers in the 
first half—a big no-no when facing Canton— 
allowing the Chiefs to dominate the game. 
The win gave Canton their second consecu¬ 
tive regional crown. 

Junior linebacker Dan Wanshon inter¬ 
cepted a Kyle Brown pass on Saline’s 38 at 
the 5:35 mark of the first frame. Canton was 
already up, 7-0, after a three-yard scoring run 
by senior halfback Antwaun Hawkins. Five 
plays after the interception, Nick Moores 
punched it in from two yards out to give 
Canton a 14-0 lead. 

On a first-and-goal on their next posses¬ 
sion, the Hornets fumbled and Canton recov¬ 
ered the ball on their own 10. The Chiefs 
then drove the length of the field in a series 
capped with a 12-yard run by Moores. 

On Saline’s next drive, senior linebacker 
Will Turner hit Brown from behind on a 
passing play, dislodging the ball. Fellow 
senior linebacker Doug Hasse scooped up 
the fumble and returned it for a 32-yard 
touchdown. The third turnover score put 
Canton up 28-0 with 7:15 left in the second 
quarter Moores later added a 34-yard score 
with 2:11 left in the half 

Brown had a one-yard run and a 39-yard 


field goal to get Saline on the board. 

The two teams alternated scores through¬ 
out the second half. 

Saline scored on its opening drive with a 
23-yard pass play from Brown to Kyle 
Dishman. Canton answered with a five-yard 
run by senior fullback Deshon McClendoa 

Brown also hit Mike Adler and Austin 
Trott for five and 26-yard scores, respectively. 
Vince Halmuth finished the scoring with a 
three-yard run. 

Canton’s last two scores were a 26-yard 
run by Hawkins and a three-yarder by senior 
quarterback Steve Paye. 

“The first half we were aggressive and got 
to them,” Baechler said. “We got a scoop-and-

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Everything you need to know for winter 


Michigan winters can be very 
rough on vehicles regardless of 
make or model. Michigan dri¬ 
vers are faced with unpre¬ 
dictable snow and ice conditions, 
road hazards, and fellow drivers 
who, for reasons unknown, seem 
to forget how to navigate (drive) 
during inclement weather. 
FYiends and/or family are always 
ready to give you advice. First, 
having your vehicle ready for the 
season can help you avoid haz¬ 
ardous situations on the road and 
possible expensive repair bills at 
your service center. I’m sure 
everyone has been advised on 
what to do to prepare your car for 
the winter, but we will revisit this 
topic in hopes of preparing you 
for the season and keeping you 
safe. Maintenance schedules for 
vehicles help remind car owners 
that your car needs attention on a 
regular basis. Checking tire pres¬ 
sure, fluid levels, and brake wear 
before the first major snowstorm 
is essential for safety and mini¬ 
mizing repair bills. 

First, let’s talk about tire pres¬ 
sure. Having properly inflated 


tires will enable you to efficiently 
utilize the vehicle fuel economies 
to their best levels combined 
with your personal driving style. 
Low pressure will use up fuel 
mileage and lead to premature 
tire wear, improper tread wear, 
and potential blowouts. When 
having your vehicle serviced, ask 
your technician to look at the 
tires. They should be looking for 
irregular wear patterns that 
could indicate alignment or bal¬ 
ancing issues, belt separation, 
road hazards, and wheel rim 
damage from poor road condi¬ 
tions. Michigan has long been 
known for potholes which con¬ 
tribute to the conditions men¬ 
tioned. When you catch a pot¬ 
hole while driving, have a profes¬ 
sional inspect the wheel and tire 
at your earliest convenience. 
This could save you an expensive 
repair and the inconvenience of 
breaking down when you least 
expect it 

Checking the fluids is impor¬ 
tant also. Certainly, engine oil, 
transmission and brake fluid, 


and antifreeze are the most 
important fluids that deserve 
your attentioa Over the years, I 
have had many customers and 
friends who have asked me 
advice on leaks. Typically, some¬ 
one has said to them that the 
small fluid leak they see in the 
driveway isn’t serious. I’m here 
to tell you that fluid and oil leaks 
need to be checked. There are 
two reasons for this. First, all of 
the systems on your vehicle were 
designed to operate with fluid 
levels for specific reasons; cool¬ 
ing and lubrication and/or 
hydraulic applications. When a 
leak occurs, you run the risk of 
damaging that component and 
incurring an extensive repair. 
Second, a leak can be an early 
indication of a problem. Many 
times I had the pleasure of help¬ 
ing a customer avoid a large 
repair bill because they brought 
the car in for service before they 
created additional damage by 
procrastinating The moral of the 
story is “don’t wait to take your 
car in for an evaluation”. 

Transmission fluid needs to 


be checked for the level and con¬ 
dition. Low fluid levels could 
indicate a leak or internal breach 
within the transmission cooling 
system and burnt fluid could 
indicate an overheating issue. 
Both conditions need to be evalu¬ 
ated by a professional technician. 
Ask your regular service center if 
they can service your transmis¬ 
sion or if the can recommend a 
transmission shop or dealer that 
can help evaluate this compo¬ 
nent 

Antifreeze is an important 
fluid year round. In the summer 
antifreeze keeps your vehicle 
engine from overheating and in 
the winter, it keeps the engine 
from freezing Overtime, the ear¬ 
lier versions could breakdown 
and eventually deteriorate and 
lead to rusting within the cooling 
system. The new antifreeze 
coolants have long application 
lives and are environmentally 
friendly. Have your technician 
check your coolant reservoir, 
coolant levels, radiator, and 
engine hoses for premature wear.
